Czolgosz for the murder of President 
McKinley was resumed this forenoon 
with every prospect of being finished 
by tonight. 


The crowd about the court room was 


slightly larger than yesterday and the 
police carefully scrutinized those ad- 
mitted to the audience, including a 
number of women. 


It became known today that several 


anarchist editors had applied for seats 
during the trial but were refused. 


The prisoner was brought over from 


the jail at 9.45 o'clock and placed in 
the same chair he occupied yesterday. 


Drs. Mynter, Mann and Fowler ar- 


rived early. The first witness was 
Samuel J. Fields, chief engineer of the 
Pan-American, who testified as to the 
plans of the Temple of Music to show 
the direction the people took in pass- 
ing the president. 


Dr. Mathew I>. Mann was then call- 


ed for cross examination.

Louis F. Babcock, in charge ,of the 


ceremonies in the Temple' of Music, 
followed Dr. Mann. He said he heard 
two shots. 
He immediately turned 


and saw the president standing still. 
Mr. McKinley was deathly pale. The 
witness denied the story of the strug- 
gle and overpowering of Czolgosz. 


Edward E. Rice, chairman of the 


committee on ceremonies, was

next witness. He testified that he was 
standing near the president. He saw 
Czolgosz fire two slfots. The witness 
also denied the developments following

He answered with 


deliberation but never refused t'oan- 
swer a question." 


"He seemed to take a lively interest 


in what -«-as going on," continued Mr. 

"I asked him tp make 
a brief statement for publication and 
he wrote the following: 


"I killed President McKinley because 


I done my duty. I don't 
believe one

another man should have none." This 
statement he singed.

But the duty has 
been imposed and I consider it my 
duty in all the circumstances to de- 
fend this man. 


"I ask that the court will not permit 


the acceptance of any evidence unless 
it would be accepted at tha trial of the 
most meagre criminal in the land.'' 


"I am familiar with these circum- 


stances," said Justice White in reply, 
"and I wish to say that I will give you 
every assurance that the prisoner will 
have a fair anc! impartial trial, unc! that 
during the progress of the trial he will 
receive such treatment as the law de- 
mands in any criminal case." 


The work of securing the jurors was 


then undertaken with a celerity that 
was amaxinsr. Bt«for» the day was over 
the entire pa ncl had been sworn and had 
listened to a description of the temple 
of 
music 
where the 
crime 
oc- 


curred, had seen photographs of the in- 
terior of that structure, and had been 
told by three surgeons what caused the 
death of the president and the result of 
the assassin's shot upon the various or- 
gans of the body. They had also learned 
why the fatal bullet had not been lo- 
cated. 


The presentation of the government's 


case began shortly before 3 o'clock, 
when Assistant District Attorney Hal- 
ler began to address the jury. His 
talk was very brief, and consumed 
scarcely five minutes. 


"We shall show, said he, "that, foe 


some days prior to the shooting, this de- 
fendant had premeditated the shooting 
of the president He knew that on 
Sept 6 the president would receive the 
populace in the temple of music, that on 
that day he went to the exposition, got 
Into line with the people and approached 
the president so that he had a weapon 
concealed in his hand, and as the presi- 
dent extended his hand iu kindly greet- 
ing, he fired the fatal shot. 


"He fired two shots, in fact, One of 


them took effect in the abdomen and 
caused that mortal wound which re- 
sulted in the president's death. That, 
in brief, is the story we shall show you. 
Witnesses will tell you this story, and I 
am sure that when you have heard the 
evidence you will have no difficulty in 
reaching a verdict of murder in the first 
degree." 


The first witness, Samuel J. Fields> 


described the ground floor plan of tha 
temple of music, and was followed by 
Perry A. Bliss, a photographer, who pre- 
sented views of the interior of the build- 
ing. 
The remainder of the afternoon 


was taken up with the testimony of 
three physicians, two of whom had at- 
tended the president during his last 
days, while the other performed the au- 
topsy. 


The latter, Dr. Gaylord. was the first 


of the trio to be called. 
He described 


the location of the wounds in the stom- 
ach and the direction of the bullet. The 
cause of death was attributed to the 
gunshot wound, but, fundamentally, he 
said, it was due to the changes back of 
the stomach, in the pancreas, caused by 
the breaking down of the material of 
the pancreas, as a result of the passage 
of the bullet. 


Dr. Myoter followed, and his testi- 


mony brought out the fact that the rea- 
son why the fatal bullet had not been 
located at the autopsy was because of 
•the unwillingness of the president's rel- 
atives to have the body further inves- 
tigated by, their instruments. 
Dr. 


Mynter and Dr. Mann, who followed 
him, 
both testified that the primal 


cause of death was the gunshot wound 
In the stomach. 
One effect of this 


wound was, they said, to cause the gan- 
grene to form in the pancreas, and the 
spot of poisoned tissue was as large as 
a silver dollar. 


Czolgosz, during the morning, evinced 


DO interest whatever in the proceedings, 
but as the testimony was introduced, he 
paid more attention to what was said 
and looked at the various witnesses 
closely. 


The probable duration of the trial, !t 


la bel*eved, can be placed at two full 
days. When District Attorney Penney 
was asked by Justice White as to the 
time he would take in the presentation 
of his case, he declared that he would 
conclude by Tuesday noon. Ex-Justice 
Titus, for the defense, was non-com- 
mittal, however, and merely replied: 
"That depends upon the turn things 
take." 


It is not probable that any defense 


will be put In, .owing t«*the character 
of the prisoner and his refusal to aid 
his attorneys in any way to procure evi- 
dence which they could use in his fa- 
vor. 
The idea of an attempt to enter 


the question of his sanity is not thought 
of, in view of the reports of the alien- 
ists who have recently examined him, 
and there is ground for the belief that 
the trial will be concluded with a ses- 
sion of but one day more.

SHAFFER'S STATEMENT 


Blames Tin Plate Company 


For Steel Workers' Strike 


GOMPERS 
IS 
CEITIOIZEB 


For Failure of Federation of Labor to 


Aid Strikers Financially After Hav- 
ing Promised to Do So—General 
Resumption of Work In Mills 


Pittsburg, Sept. 24.—The Associated 


Press has secured an advance copy of 
the statement by President Shaffer of 
the Amalgamated association, giving a 
history of the late strike of steel and 
tin workers from its Inception, and the 
terms of the settlement. 


President Shaffer says, in the course 


of the circular, that the American Tin 
Plate company is responsible for the 
strike, because of its action at the.sheet 
steel conference. He changes the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor with failing 
to aid the Amalgamated 
association 


strikers financially, though the Federa- 
tion of Labor has been affiliated ever 
since its inception with the association, 
and the association has always con- 
tributed to the Federation's support. 
Ho says, also: "The report that finan- 
cial help came from the national lod?e 
of the Mine Workers is absolutely false 
—we received nothing." 


Mr. Shaffer then continues: 
"I ar- 


ranged for Mr. Gompers of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor to meet Mr. 
Morgan, to effect a settlement. 
Mr. 


Morgan gave up his vacation, went to 
New York and waited for Mr. Gompers, 
who failed to appear, nor has he since 
explained why he neglected our in- 
terests." 


President Shaffer further says that af- 


ter vainly waiting for the coal miners 
and railroad men to be called out in 
sympathy with the strike, the national 
officers of the association requested its 
president to seek a conference.. 
He 


was successful, after many difficulties. 
The conference was held in New York 
Sept, 14, and the subjoined settlement 
made: 


For American Tin Plate. 
First—Scale shall be the prices agreed 


upon at Cleveland, and found in scale 
book. 


Second—This contract Is between the 


Amalgamated 
association 
and the 


American Jin Plate company, the lat- 
ter being a distinct and separate com- 
pany in itself. 


Third—The company reserves 
the 


right to discharge any employe who 
shall, by interference, abuse of con- 
straint, prevent another from peaceably 
following his vocation without reference 
to connection with labor organizations. 


Fourth—Non-union mills shall be rep- 


resented as such—no attempts made to 
organize, no charters granted; old char- 
ters retained by men if they desire. 


Fifth—Individual agreements shall be 


made for mills of improved character, 
until they are developed, when scales 
shall be made to govern. 


Sixth—Scale is signed for mills below: 


Elwood, Ind.; Elwood City, Laughlin, 
Middletown, Ind.; Falcon, Gas City, 
Anderson, Ind., Joliet, New Kensington 
(two mills), Atlanta, Ind., Connellsrllle, 
Newcastle (two mills), Lisbon, Jollus- 
town, Muskegon, Canoasburg, Labtlle, 
Canal Dover. 


Seventh—Agreed that the company 


shall not hold prejudice against em- 
ployes by reason of their membership 
with the Amalgamated association. 


Eighth—This agreement is to remain 


Jn force three years from July 1, 1901, 
but terminate at 90 days' notice from 
either party on or after Oct. 1,1902. 


This last clause is to be voted upon 


by the tin lodges, and answer given im- 
mediately. 
If yon agree to a three 


years' scale with 90 days' notification, 
vote yes. 
If you prefer the yearly 


scale, vote no. 
Do this at once, or the 


above will baconie law by default. 


This agreement is only for the scale 


year ending June 30,1902. 


The scale for the Sheet Steel company 


is signed for all mills of last year, but 
Hyde Park and Canal Dover. 


The scale signed for mills of the Steel 


Hoop company is the same as that 
signed for last year. 


Mr. Shaffer closes by saying he is 


willing to resign if the members think he 
is inefficient and incapable. 


There was a general resumption at 


all the mills at Pittsburg and at Mc- 
Keesport yesterday, except at the tin 
plate mills, which were worked with 
the saint forces as last week. 


The strikers had pickets on active 


duty again at the Star and Monongahela 
Tin Plate plants in Pittsburg, and a 
strong force of police were also on ham! 
to prevent rioting. The Dewees Wood 
plant of the American Sheet Steel com- 
pany at McKeesport, which was to be 
dismantled, partly resumed operations 
yesterday, after three months' idleness. 
Very few old employes were turned 


when they aRDlietfi for work.

When I got on deck he informed me of 
what b«& happened and I sent him be- 
low and assumed charge of the deck.

"When the second of the enemy's 


•hips followed the first to the westward 
he put the helm hard to starboard. I 
made several reports to him about the 
Brooklyn regarding her signal*. HP 
said: 'Never mind." I also referred to 
the way I thought the Brooklyn was 
standing up to the fight-very nicely. 
The captain said, 'Oh, crackie! Nrever 
mind the Brooklyn. You look out for 
this ship.' The Brooklyn was then 
about on her port beam. So I said: 
'All right captain, I will look at the 
Brooklyn no more,' and I turned my 
back, looking on the starboard beam at 
the ships getting out After we sheered 
around and got to the westward I sug- 
gested to give her a little port helm to 
get closer IB, and he did. Right after he 
gave her this helm he sang out through 
the sight-hole to the men at the wheel 
and at the engine-room indicator to 
slow, then stop, and I said: 'Captain, 
they will all get away from iis.' 


"He did not answer me, but immedi- 


ately stepped back, and then I said, 'My 
Lord, captain, we are out of the fight!' 
He said, 'Look at the Brooklyn.' I 
turned around and right ahead of us 
this big gray ship loomed out of the 
smoke. For a second I thought my 
heart was in my mouth. We were 
steering with a heavy helm and she 
steered 
by • us. 
When I %aw 
her 


she was practically ahead of us. That 
Is the first I saw. She sheered off and 
went to sea, I should say about 2000 
yards, and then on to westward. As 
soon as the Brooklyn cleaved us we 
rang to go ahead and started up forced 
draught again. After that we simply 
followed on as fast as we could on a 
line that was just inside the line where 
the Oregon was engaging the 
ships. 


Just before this turn of the Brooklyn 
the Iowa and the Oregon were both 
close to us on our starboard helm. Wo 
continued the chase until the Colon 
hauled down her flag, when the captain 
gave the order to stop forced draught." 


"At what time during the battle of 


Santiago do you consider that the 
Texas was in the greatest danger?"

BEPUBLICAN CACCCS ISSUES 


The republicans of the city will meet 


Un caucus tomorrow evening. All dele- 
gates will be chosen for the various 
conventions which will place in nomi- 
nation the candidates for state and 
county offices. The importance of the 
occasion and the choice of delegates is 
easy to underestimate, but the pros- 
pect of contests in several instances 
should emphasize it sufficiently in the 
minds of republican voters to give to- 
morrow night's ward gatherings the 
attention they deserve. The first steo 
In erecting representatives of the peo- 
ple will be taken then. The second and 
third steps should not lose apy of their 
meaning by neglect of the first. 


Especial comment is uncalled for in 


most of the offices which are involved 
in tomorrow night's choice of dele- 
gates. Sheriff C. W. Fuller, Commis- 
sioner F. S. Richardson and all the 
county officers, will be renominated 
without question, and it is well that 
they should be, for faithful public ser- 
vice will insure their re-election, and 
/ 
their re-election will insure a con- 
tinuance of .the same faithful service. 


A proper and pleasing county ticket 


is thus assured. The real question at 
Issue is that of so choosing the rest of 
the ticket, so far as it is of especial 
local importance, as to add strength to 
the list of candidates which will fol- 
low the names of Governor W. Murray 
Crane and Lieutenant Governor John 
Jl Bates on the completed ticket. 


There are three of these places to be 


filled in which timely Interest centers, 
and it is about these positions that the 
contests cluster. One candidate for 
senator and two candidates for rep- 
resentative are to be named, and the 
delegates who will name them will be 
chosen tomorrow night. 


For the senatorial nomination there 


are two candidates 
from whom to 


choose. A. E. Hall of Williamstown 
and George Z. Dean of Cheshire seek 
the nomination. Both are men who 
command the highegl respect in the 
community, against 
the 
names of 


whom no voter need hesitate to mark 
his choice on the ballot. So far as the 
preliminary campaign 
is concerned, 


the Hall forces have been the more 
demonstrative In North Adams, but 
the question is not one for the decision 
of North Adams alone. And each can- 
didate has confident claims of strength. 


As between the two candidates, the 


Transcript has already expressed its 
conviction that Mr. Dean of Cheshire 
will prove the more logical and the 
stronger 
candidate. 
His 
ejection, 


which would almost certainly follow 
bis nomination, would serve to give 
thfe senatorial district a. representation 
of which it could well be proud and on 
which it could well rely.' Mr. Dean 
has earned the nomination by the 
building up of a political character 
which is consistent with private char- 
acter, and the Transcript would wel- 
come the opportunity to commend him 
to the voters of all parties. 


The other contest is that for the two

have been four candidates in the field 
for the two places, but common in- 
terest has centered on the claims of 
the two men who held the offices last 
year, C. A. Card and C. E. Childs.

The assassination of President Mo 


Kinley was followed by an attack on 
what, is termed "yellow journalism," 
which' soon crystallized itself into an 
attack upon the New York Journal, 
and which has now become a bitter 
and venemous personal "scrap" be- 
tween the New York Journal and the 
New York Sun. Having reached this 
pass, it can hardly fail to die out with 
,the weariness of the two combatants, 
without 
having 
accomplished the 


slightest good to the community which 
consists of the country. 


Had the agitation been conducted 


along the lines of practical common 
sense instead of degenerating into an 
excuse for personal spite between two 
newspapers whose capacity, for biting 
and degrading insult is about evenly 
matched, much good might have re- 
sulted. But instead of attacking the 
underlying spirit of such "yellowness" 
as is perhaps most strongly exhibited 
in the New York Journal, the assault 
was turned into a partisan attack on 
a form of newspaper activity which 
is no more characteristic of the New 
York Journal than of the New York 
Sun or even the New York Tribune, 
horrified as that reputable journal 
confessed itself to be at the display of 
total depravity in its more widely cir- 
culated neighbor. 


The apparent attempt seemed to be 


to stop free criticism when given the 
medium of cartoons, large sized type, 
and wide circulation. The Transcript 
in the warmest loyalty to President 
McKinley has been unable to see in 
the cartooned attacks on his policies 
any more suggestive 
incentive to 


wrong thinking than in the cartooned 
attacks made by the New York Tri- 
bune on other men. 
Nor has there 


been in those of the New York Jour- 
nal's editorial expressions which are 
now under fire any more bitter and in- 
flammatory utterances 
than 
those 


which the New York Sun is pleased to 
employ against those who displease it. 


Without a word of defense for the 


Journal at the present time, and with 
the firmest conviction that its influ- 
ence is in many ways harmful, the 
fact seems clear that the papers which 
have been attacking it have been at- 
tacking the wrong thing. The Journal 
has sinned against the country's spirit 
of free speech by turning freedom into 
a license which has apparently had 
only the judgment of the counting 
room to guide it, a license which has 
manifested itself in other ways than in 
those which have been attacked. In 
converting the spirit of fearless criti- 
cism which is accorded the press of 
America 
and which every paper 


worthy of a place in the ranks of 
American newspapers 
is at 
times 


called on to exercise, into a license 
which has exceeded that spirit of criti- 
cism which has occasionally broken 
out in forms that can only work mis- 
chief, the Journal has given a temper 
to even its legitimate work which has 
blasted the whole. But it is not the 
exhibitions of this which have been 
under attack by the press of the coun- 
try for the past few days. 


And the fault of this continued spirit 


of license rests not so much with the 
counting room management of 
the 


Journal as with some of the very class 
which is now holding its hands in 
horror at the supposed sins of that 
paper. So long as men of the highest 
prominence in the educational world, 
men like Bishop Potter of New York 
a'nd President Hadley of Yale, 4-nd 
others of like stamp, will sell the use 
of their names and the product of 
their brains that the Journal may an- 
nounce itself as the recipient of their 
endorsement, so long may the people 
be excused for failing to recogniza the 
lurking danger in a policy which in 
many of its outward forms is not so 
very different from some of the mani- 
festations of vindictive antagonism in 
some of the more reputable jorrnals. 
So long as ministers of the gospel and 
men high in the affairs of civil life will 
write endorsements of some of the 
really good news enterprises of a paper 
whose "news" columns have proved its 
most dangerous features, so long may 
that paper claim with show of reason 
the endorsement of a million readers. 


The fault for "anarchy in print" as 


it has been called, rests primarily with 
the men who are considered the lead- 
ers of thought in the nation who have 
failed to discriminate between 
the 


good and the bad in newspapers. If 
the lesson now comes home to them, 
it will mean more than all the assaults 
upon the paper which they have help- 
ed to build.

So Desire. How the Mis* 


take Was Made 


"Have you seen the call for the 


democratic caucuses?" asked an ex- 
cited democrat of a Transcript man 
yesterday. Ward o, John H. Mack's 
ward, is to have eight delegates, and 
ward 3, the home of the chairman of 
the committee and right hand man of 
Mr. Mack, has been given seven dele- 
gates. Together these big republican 
wards have as many delegates as any 
three other wards except 
ward 6, 


which has 
sJx delegates. The two 


democratic wards, 4 and 7, have only 
five delegates each, What is the game? 
Is it a plan to control the nominations 
for representative?" 


The Transcript man confessed that 


he was not up on the doings of the 
democratic city committee and the ex- 
cited democrat went elsewhere to seek 
information. 


Since there appeared to be something 


unusual in the wind, however, the re- 
porter went to the postoffice and took 
a look at the caucus call posted there. 


It was as the excited democrat had 


said. The two big republican wards 
were given the large delegations to the 
conventions, ward 1 was given six dele 
gates and the other wards five each. 
The apportionment of the state com- 
mittee is 
one delegate-at-large for 


each ward and one for each hundred 
democratic votes or fraction thereof 
at the last election. This would give 
the several wards from two to four 
delegates each, and it was a mystery 
where the committee had obtained its 
apportionment until a glance at the 
republican call showed that the re- 
publican anportionment of represen- 
tative delegates had been adopted. 


The republican apportionment 
for 


all but the representative convention 
is three delegates each to " and 5 and 
two each to every other ward. The 
democratic apportionment is always 
the same for all conventions and is 
always on the basis given above. 


Chairman James Sullivan 
of 
the 


democratic city committee was seen 
bj>- the reporter and asked about the 
matter. He blamed the printer, saying 
that the copy of the call was made out 
properly, but that the printer "picked 
up" the apportionment from the repub- 
lican call, which he also printed, and 
Inserted it by mistake. 
The printed 


calls were sent out and posted without 
being examined, and it is now too late 
to issue new calls. 


"Do you consider the calls illegal?" 


asked the reporter. 
a> 


"Certainly not" was the reply, "we 


have already prepared 
our list of 


delegates to be voted on, three to two 
wards and two to each of the others, 
and the caucuses will be asked to elect 
only the legal number of delegates " 


"But the three and two apportion- 


ment is still following a republican 
rule, only adopting the smaller dele- 
gations," suggested the reporter. This 
was a new view of it, and it was evi- 
dent that there will yet be another re- 
arrangement and some figuring by the 
city committee to obtain the correct 
apportionment. 


The legality of the caucuses has been 


investigated and this appears to be 
about the way the matter stands. The 
caucuses will be legal, bu't they will 
have to elact the delegations in ac- 
cordance with the call and throw upon 
each convention the duty of seating 
only the legal number of delegates. 
Every convention has absolute con- 
trol over its own membership 
and 


could seat the legal number of dele- 
gates from North Adams even if jio 
caucuses were held here. 


But though this does very well for 


conventions where the North Adams 
delegation forms only a small part of 
the whole body of delegates, there is 
a chance for speculation on what will 
happen when the representative con- 
vention meets. The matter of seating 
the North Adams delegates will be en- 
tirely in the hands of the men from 
Clarksburg. 
The two delegates from 


that town may do as they 
please 


and 
if 
they 
please 
to 
take 


the matter in their own hands and se- 
cure the long-looked-for nominations 
for a Clarksburg man it will be in 
their power to do so. 


The democrats appear to be in a very 


bad situation, and the danger is now 
that in trying to remedy It it may be 
made worse.

Commercial Traveler Tells of C*ol- 


gosz's Actions at Buffalo. 


James B. Moyer of Elmira, N. Y., 


who was standing twenty-five feet 
away from the late president when the 
fatal shot was fired, says he is positive 
that Czolgqsz had two or possibly three 
accomplices and that he believes he 
could identify one of the men. Mr. 
Moy.er, according to a dispatch from 
Kansas City, Mo., to tlae New York 
Herald, was in the crowd opposite the 
position occupied by the president, and 
he saw the approach of the assassin, 
the shooting and the tumult that fol- 
lowed. Mr. Moyer is a traveling man. 


"I had my two little boys with me," 


said lie, "one of them just a child, the 
other half grown, and so I did not join 
the crowd that had formed in the line 
to shake hands with the president. In- 
stead the boys and I stood and looked 
on. Those who were in the crowd were 
taking their turns patiently, but they 
were all careful that no one should get 
ahead of them, as people will be on an 
occasion like that. 


"Then I noticed three or four men 


who were pushing forward much more 
anxiously and eagerly than the others. 
Those in front were elbowing their 
way, shoving the others to one side. I 
cannot remember whether there were 
three or four of them. I remember one 
of them distinctly. He was a man of 
ordinary appearance, about tlae rnedi- 
um height, v/ith a long, thick and dark 
muslaclic and fuzzy whiskers. He was 
elbowing his way forward, and just 
after him was Czolgosz. He was crowd- 
Ing forward as eagerly as those ahead 
of him. I could not see his right hand, 
but I remarked how eager he was to 
get forward. If I could see him again 
as I saw him then, I should know him 
In a second. 


"But I was attracted by the sudden 


rush in front of the president. I saw 
him totter backward, his face distorted 
with pain. Then a minute later he 
made the gesture toward the men who 
had heaped themselves on Czolgosz. It 
was then that ,hc gave instructions that 
the assassin should not be hurt. 


"My first care was for my little boys. 


I got them back to the platform away 
from the mob. I did not see at once 
v/bat had bcc6rae of the murderer, and 
I lost sight of the men who had pushed 
their way in front of him. But I know 
they were his confederates. The ac- 
tions of that little group, with Czol- 
goss in tbe rear, so eager and anxious 
to get to the president, were so differ- 
ent from tbe rest of the lino that in my 
mind there can be no mistake about it."

The article recites 
the circumstances of the shooting and 
reprints tbe official report of the autop* 
sy and certain unofficial statements 
leredited by the press to the doctors in 
attendance. It then takes up the sub- 
ject of the gangrenous condition of the 
wound and in this connection says: 


"The gangrene, extensive as it was, 


iBcems to us not so different from oth- 
ers observed nnder analogous circum- 
stances as to require the assumption of 
exceptional causes for Its explanation. 
Necrosis of tissue in a thinner or thick- 
er cylinder along the track of a bullet 
is thought to be the rule, and ordinari- 
ly it is easily taken care of by liquefac- 
tion and absorption. And necrosis, even 
of a considerable extent, in feeble pa- 
tients about a sutured w^>und is cer- 
tainly not unknown even if rare and is 
explained by interference with the lo- 
cal circulation, either by tension or by 
tbe spread of coagulation within the 
blood vessels. 


"The spread of the process In a pa' 


tient of low reparatlve power would 
not be so very exceptional or surpris- 
ing. 
Was the president such a patient? 


Apparently he was. According to Dr. 
Wasdln, when tbe incision was reopen 
ed toward the end of the fifth day 'no 
effort* was required to open it through* 
out its entire length, although only the 
track of tbe bullet was affected. That 
expression would hardly have been used 
unless be had intended to indicate that 
tbe amount cf repair usual after that 
lapse of time had not taken place. 
Then, tbe president was 58 years ot 
age, had led a sedentary, laborious and 
anxious life and had a complexion and 
appearance which for some years had 
been commented upon as Indicative ot 
Impaired vitality. 


"It Is evident that the surgeons, not- 


ably Drs. Mann and Mynter, with 
whom the first decision lay, acted with 
commendable promptitude and courage 
In undertaking the operation and show- 
ed excellent judgment in its course and 
skill in its execution. They did all that 
could properly have been done and 
nothing that should have been left un- 
done. The usual causes of death aftet 
aucb injury and operation were escaped 
or removed or prevented, and their 
patient succumbed to a complication 
which is so rare that it could not rea- 
sonably have been anticipated and 
could not have been averted. 


"The president died because be could 


not carry on tbe processes of repait 
and because the effort to do so was 
more than tbe vitality of tbe tissues 
1 evolved could support This, of course, 
excluded tbe possible presence of poison 
brought by tbe bullet or of destructive 
action by the pancreatic juices. If ei- 
ther of those was a factor, it needs 
only to substitute It in tbe statement 
for tbe assumed defective vitality ot 
the patient. Whatever cause acted, it 
was unrecognizable at the operation 
tad uncontrollable then or subsequent-

—mere'-lias been some criticism of 


the confident assurance of recovery 
made by those in attendance after the 
fifth day. 
To us the progress of the 


case np to that time appears fully to 
have justified those assurances and the 
public anxiety to have required them." 


The review of the case closes with 


the following reference to the doctors: 


"They did their work skillfully and 


judiciously, their behavior was digni- 
fied, restrained and worthy of the best 
traditions of the profession, and they 
had the misfortune, when success seem- 
ed to have been secured, of seeing it 
overthrown by a complication which 
could not have been foreseen or avoid- 
ed. They deserve our admiration and 
sympathy, not our criticism." 


Italian Monument For McKlnley. 
Italians throughout the United States 


are planning to erect a monument to 
the late President McKinley. It is to 
be placed in one of tbe squares or 
parks of New York city and is to cost 
$100,000. The plaza at Fifth avenue 
and Fifty-ninth street has been sug- 
gested as a suitable site. The move- 
ment originated with Mr. Barsotti, who 
started the subscription for the Co- 
lumbus monument at Eighth avenue 
and Fifty-ninth street; also the me- 
morial in Third avenue to Verdi, the 
composer. Mr. Barsotti Brought the 
Idea before a recent meeting of the 
United Italian societies, and resolu- 
tions were passed which assure its suc- 
cess, says tbe New York Tribune. Ce- 
lestino Peva, president of the United 
societies and a silk manufacturer, has 
promised through his personal efforts 
to raise $25,000. Support for the move- 
ment has been promised by prominent 
Italians throughout the country. Ital- 
ian workmen have promised to give 
their services in the laying of the foun- 
dation for the monument.

,AS TO POISONED BULLETS. 


Shew Infection May Be 


Carried by Ordinary One*. 


In discussing the question -whether 


or not the ballets used by the assassin 
Gzolgosz were poisoned Dr. Nathan T 
Beers, Jr., of Brooklyn recently recall- 
ed an interesting experiment made by 
army surgeons and bacteriologists to 
determine the chances of a bullet car- 
rying Infection? 


"The bacillus prodlgiosns," he said 


(to a reporter of the New York Sun 
"was chosen for the experiment be- 
cause of its singular chromogenlc pow- 
er. 
This practically harmless germ 


when inoculated upon a piece of boiled 
potato and allowed to stand in a mod 
erate temperature for a day had shown 
Its presence by a bright red spot 


"For the purpose of the bullet test o 


flat tla can was filled with cooked 
mashed potatoes and placed behind a 
piece of army blanket which had beer 
saturated with a pure culture of thr 
germ. Then a marksman fired througL 
the blanket into the can, using both 
high and low speed firearms. Before the 
test the tin can, the rifle and the am- 
munition were thoroughly cleansed and 
disinfected. 


"The 
idea was that a bullet passing 


through the blanket would be coated 
with a culture of the germ, and even 
though the amount retained on the bul- 
let's surface was infinitesimally small 
it would be sufficient to start a colony 
In the potato. 


"After the shooting tbe can of po- 


tatoes waa placed in an incubator and 
left long enough for the germ to de- 
velop. The results shown were that 
all of the low velocity bullets— such as 
were fired at President McKinley— had 
become infected in their passage 
through the blanket and their track in 
the potato was finely delineated by a 
red growth. 


'The tracks left by tbe high velocity 


bullets fired from the Krag-Jorgensen, 
the Martini-Henry and the Mauser 
rifles were clean and uncolored. This 
showed conclusively that with the high 
Telocity arms the flight of the bullet, 
more than 2,000 feet a second, was so 
rapid that enough heat was generated 
by the air friction on the surface of 
the bullet to burn off any bacteria that 
lodged on It. This also explains inci- 
dentally how so many of our soldleis 
In the Spanish war recovered from 
wounds made by tbe bullets from tbe 
high velocity Mauser rifles, which, had 
they been fired from the old fashioned 
rifles used in the rebellion, would ha\e 
carried death from infection. 


"Before taking it for granted that 


Gzolgosz used poisoned bullets consid- 
eration must be given to the fact that 
germs existed In both the president's 
clothing and the waterproofing grease 
of the cartridge. An expert bacterio- 
logical examination is necessary to 
determine whether there was present 
some virulent germ which could not 
have existed naturally in the grease of 
the cloth."

WAS A FRIEND OF THE BOERS 


Mr. Von der Hoocbt Pay" n Tribute 


to the Dead President. 


A touching tribute to McKinley has 


been paid by Mr. Van der Hoocbt, the 
unofficial representative of the Boer 
Interests in Washington, says the Chi- 
cago News. Mr. Van der Hoocbt says: 


"I know that President McKinley 


was a friend of the struggling repub- 
lics In South Africa. During his life- 
time it was impossible to state many 
of his kindly offices In their behalf, but 
as a tribute to a gentle and beneficent 
man I feel free to relate a few personal 
reminiscences. 


"When President Kroger dispatched 


his circular telegram to the powers of 
the world, President McKinley was 
the first to take action and to suggest 
his diplomatic good offices to Great 
Britain. The world knows tbe text of 
the formal note delivered, but very few 
know that President McKinley was In 
constant and personal correspondence 
with Embassador Ghoate during the 
progress of negotiations. 


"When Great Britain refused the In- 


dividual Intervention of the United 
States, President McKinley took an ex- 
traordinary step and directed Embas- 
sador Choate to inquire of Lord Salis- 
bury if a Joint request from the pow- 
ers would be acceptable to Great Brit- 
ain. I know tbat^in this connection he 
•Iso consulted continental embassadon 
at Washington. The reply to this ex- 
traordinary suggestion was In the neg- 
ative. President McKinley could do 
no more. 


"While pressure was being exercised 


upon tbe president to Induce him to in- 
augurate a vigorous policy I bad an In- 
terview with him, and in a most 
gracious manner he explained his 
course and went so far as to show me 
his personal correspondence and tele- 
grams. That he was sincere and ear- 
nest was certain."

JAIL BREAKER TAKEN 


Man Who Broke Out of 


Greenfield Jail a Year 


Ago Last June 


ARRESTED IN THIS CITY TODAY 


Was Awaiting Trial for Adultry When 


He Escaped, and Must Now An. 


swer to Additional Charge ot 


Jail Bieaking 


An important arrest was made in 


this city today by Captain Parrow and 
Officer Belliveau. the man taken into 
custody being Warren Barney, who 
escaped from the Greenfield jail a year 
ago last June. He had been held for 
the &rand jurv on the charge of adul- 
tery and was in jail awaiting the ses- 
sion of that body when he made ins 
escape. 
The officers in a'dj. the (3 


rounding cities and towns were noti- 
fied and the officers in this city, as 
well as those in other places, have 
been on the lookout for him since that 
time. 
'It was learned by the local officers 


some time ago that Barney was liv- 
ing at Schenectady, N. T., and mak- 
ing occasional visits..to his family in 
this city, which he deserted at 
the 


time he "left North Adams. 
The of- 


ficers had reason today to believe that 
he was here and a short time before 
noon Captain Parrow and Officer Bel- 
liveau went to the house where his 
family lives ,in Loftus' yard, off Eagle 
street, and entered the house. 
They 


found the man there and as soon as 
he saw them he said "The jig is up; 
I know what you are after." He was 
right. They were after him and he 
was taken to the police station and 
locked up. The Greenfield authorities 
were notified at once and they de- 
sired the man sent to that town in 
charge of a North Adams officer. 
In 


accordance with this request Chief Di 
neen took Barney to Greenfield this 
afternoon on the 5 o'clock train. 


Barney, who is about 37 years old, 


moved to this city from O". fcti"ut 
some years ago. He prove 0 1" 5" f-.p 
^£ those men who are iiot p-r-.i- >; ;->iv 
careful about the welfare of th ,r f.:m 
ilic-p, and his family was sadly HPS- 
Iccted b;- him. He finally deserterl his 
wife and children and went to Green- 
field, where he was later" arrested by 
State Officer McKay on the charge of 
adultery. He was. held for the grand 
jury, and in default of bonds was 
lodged in Jail, from which he escaped 
June 30, 1900. In addition to the orig- 
inal complaint the charge of jail break 
ing will now be placed against him, 
and it is understood that there are 
also other charges. 
Captain Parrow 


knew the man well, and was there- 
fore certain that there was no mistake 
when he found him this forenoon. 


This arrest adds one more to the 


long list made by the officers of this 
city for other places. 
The fact that 


so many who commit crimes elsewhere 
drift to this city to be arrested has 
often .been commented upon, but it 
does not look as if there was to be any 
change in the program. One after an- 
other who is wanted by the authorities 
in different places "blows into" this 
city with as much assurance as if 
there was immunity from danger here, 
when the contrary has been so often 
demonstrated that it is strange the 
criminals do not give the city a wide 
berth. But it is necessary that these 
men should be taken care of, and 
North Adams is fortunate in having 
a police force equal to the task of not 
only looking after local transgressors, 
but also of roping in the "wanted" 
for about all the other towns and cities 
in the region.

A RELIGIOUS FEUD 


Not Armenians But Asiatic 


Turks in Trouble With 


the Syrians 


THEY ARE ALSO 
MAHOMETANS 


And Had Been Running Down the Re- 


ligion of the Syrians, Who are 


Christians. 
Syrians Gave 


Them a S care, But Do 


Not Want Blood 


It develops that the International 


feud mentioned in the Transcript yfs- 
terday as having broken out in this 
city between the Syrians and Arme- 
nians is really a religious feud, the 
parties to it being Syrians and Turks, 
or a rai-e closely allied to the Turks. 
There are only five Armenians in the 
city and they have had no part in the 
troubles. They are a very orderly and 
law-abiding people and are much dis- 
tressed that the men who appealed to 
the police for the privileges of carry- 
ing guns 
should 
have 
represented 


themselves as Armenians. 
The five 


Armenians vho reside here do not 
carry arms and do not want to do so. 


One of the Syrians who were repre- 


sented by the complainants as thirst- 
ing for their blood called at the Tran- 
script 
office this 
morning and his 


story of the trouble is quite interesting 


"None of the Syrians," 
he 
said, 


"carries knives, and none of us wants 
the blood of those Turks. They are 
Turks, not Armenians; or rather they 
belong to the race of people known as 
the Durzery, closely akin to the Turks. 


"They are Mahometans and they 


have been running down the Syrians, 
who are Chiistians, and their religion. 
We heard about it and looked them up. 
We now know just who they are, their 
relatives and where they come from. 
We went after them and told them 
what they had been doing and what 
we had found out about them. Per- 
haps we were a little rough, for we 
wanted to scare them, but we are not 
carrying knives or firearms and have 
no intention of dopig- them harm. But 
this is nut a place lor Mahometans who 
run down the Christian religion. 


"They became frightened 
because 


they were found out. They are afraid 
to be known as Mohametans. 
They 


are more afraid of that than of us. We 
do not intend to harm them." 


Later one of the local Armenians 


called and confirmed the story that 
the men who went to the police are 
not Armenians.
